W hen a man is hopelessly blind there are a number of things 
that may be done. 
One is to put him in an institution where he 
will he a permanent charge upon the community. 
Another is lo 
dole him out alms and old clothes from private charity. 
Another 
is to give him a chance to be self-supporting. 
On the outskirts of a certain city in Missouri a woman who 
is interested in social service discovered a blind man making 
brooms. His hut was dirty beyond description, and his machine 
so badly out of order that the brooms sold for almost nothing. 
The woman made some ineffectual attempts to be of service in the 
situation and finally enlisted the help of another woman, the local 
Captain of The Salvation Army. 
The Captain, being of an eminently practical turn of mind, 
at once secured the co-operation of an expert broom-maker and 
together they purchased a new equipment. The expert soon had 
the blind man making good brooms, and through his influence se­ 
cured the use of the union label. So far so good, but the Captain 
was not satisfied. She interested the city authorities in the propo­ 
sition, and they invited her to organize a broom industry on a 
larger scale. She did it! One man who had been a charity pa­ 
tient on the town for years was employed to travel from house to 
house securing orders; another, who had been ordered out of town 
by the police and later was found beside the railroad tracks with 
both feet frozen, became an expert broom-maker; a woman with 
several children and an invalid husband1 was given employment 
which enabled her to care for her charges. And so on. 
The cost of the whole ^enterprise, so far as The Salvation 
Army was called upon to invest in it, was about *$50. And by thai 
amount a half dozen dependent folks became independent—and 
others are being added continuously' 
The Salvation Army believes in that kind of charity. 
It be­ 
lieves in feeding the hungry, and clothing the naked, in visiting 
the sick, in going unto those who are in prison, in supplying the 
needs of the unfortunate and destitute. 
“Those who serve their fellow-men in this capacity are de­ 
serving the support of all who desire to defend and advance the 
cause of civilization based on a common brotherhood,” said Presi­ 
dent Calvin Coolidge.

SNOW REMOVAL 


T h e subject of snow removal is engaging the attention of 
public officials to a greater extent each year. 
The demand of 
motorists to keep our highways open has become pronounced in 
order that motor vehicles be given a road to travel on, fairly free 
from snow. In Brainerd oifl* streets are wide and level and only 
in exceptional cases has it been necessary to resort to any form of 
snow removal so that vehicles could travel. 
The removal of snow from our sidewalks is very essential to 
enable pedestrians to walk without much hindrance. Besides this 
feature, it is a measure of safely, as a walk covered with snow is 
necessarily more dangerous than one with the snow removed. 
There is a city ordinance dealing with snow removal which 
compels owners to clean their walks or else pay the city for having 
them cleaned. It has been enforced in some instances, but it is 
our belief that the average owner prefers not to be penalized for 
not keeping his walk cleaned. 
It is the rule, usually, that the occupant of a dwelling keeps 
his walk clean. 
Observation discloses, however, that owners of 
vacant property fail to keep their walks clean, due to negligence. 
It is our thought that each owner of property in Brainerd, or one 
in control of such, where there are sidewalks, should endeavor to 
remove all accumulations of snow this winter. 
The Brainerd “snow removal” ordinance has teeth. Last year 
the city cleared walks at various properties, charging $1 for 50 
feet cleanup, and assessed the same against the owner’s taxes. 
About a dozen or more were taxed, but of course they didn’t tell 
the world about it. But the tax records will reveal the incident. 
The moral brought home to Brainerd people is, “Clean Your Side­ 
walks.”
